We could retaliate.

Ridgway Charges 
Need Full Airing 


A determined investigation by the 
Military Affairs Committee of the Con- 
gress is indicated on the basis of the 
latest information available on national 
defense. 

It seems to indicate that Secretary 
of Defense Wilson or someone in his de- 
partment either deliberately musrepre- 
sented the facts to the President or has 
calculatingly withheld them. 

At any rate, Gen. Matthew B. Ridg- 
way is supported and his criticism of 
“nolitical decisions over-riding the mili- 
tary” is confirmed. Also it is Gen. Ridg- 
way who appears unquestionably right in 
the controversy. The so-called “New 
Look” which Secretary Wilson used dan- 
gerously (in the opinion of our best 
military leaders) to reduce the nation’s 
strength, was not agreed to unanimously 
by the Joint Chiefs of Staff. Gen. Ridg- 
wav, then Army chief of staff, vigorously 


protested the Wilson declaration of 
unanimity. | 
President Eisenhower publicly de- 


clared there had been complete agreement 
when. in fact, there had been vigorous 
dissent. 

The “New Look” seems now, after 
investigation, to have been a part of Sec- 
retary Dulles’ “massive retaliation” pro- 
gram. He later repudiated it and aban- 
doned it with red-faced apology. 

His program now is even more 
ridiculous when we see, by the breakdown, 
‘resignations and charges in the depart- 
ment dealing with guided missiles, that 
“the Russians have excelled us in the im- 
portant field of range. They possess a 
missile capable of at least 1,506 miles 
striking distance. They may, indeed, be 
close to the 5,000-mile range. We have 
not even appropriated money to build a 
plant which can produce the 1,500-mile 
weapon. 

Even more critical is the fact that 
while the foot soldier remains until com- 
bat proves otherwise, the basic “weapon” 
—our manpower—is at least 500,000 be- 
low the minimum. The reserve program 
also is proving inadequate. 

We don’t really need a new look at 
Secretary Wilson. We've seen enough 
already. The nation’s defenses have been 
sacrificed to politics.

Investigation of the alleged shake- 
down of pinball machine operators has 
been the biggest unscheduled event of 
this General Assembly. 

In fact it is one of the few events not 
planned long in advance. 

The investigation was set off by Rep. 
George Bagby of Paulding when he re- 
.ported to the House that men represent- 
ing themselves as friends of the admin- 
istration were collecting money from 
these operators to head off legislation that 
would hurt their business. 

The investigation has been interesting 
if inconclusive. Testimony has shown 
that money has been collected from pin- 
ball machine operators. And, if some of 
the witnesses spoke correctly, it was col- 
lected by men-who said they were friends 
of the administration. 

30th Gov. Marvin Griffin. and his 
brother Cheney have issued denials of 
any friendship with these collectors. As 
brother Cheney said: 

“They always try to use the adminis- 
tration’s name to get in the front door.” 

No such punitive legislation has been 
introduced—that is, against pinball ma- 
chine operators. 

The investigation still is under way, 
much to the gratification of cynical ob- 
servers who thought it would be a white- 
wash. The people are interested for it is 
a curious reflection of the ethics and 
manners of our time.

Assembly Can Regain 
Its Independent Status 


That the present Legislature is with 
a few notable exceptions malleable clay 
in the governor's hands is not seriously 
disputed. A great many members pri- 
vately admit it and are sad about it and 
their predicament. 

There are various reasons for it. But 
the major one is the fact the governor 
has absolute power over the budget. The 
plain fact is the General Assembly—not 
merely this one but also past ones— 
has surrendered its legislative integ- 
rity and destroyed the historic system of 
checks and balances between the execu- 
tive, the legislative and the judicial 
branches of government. 

A veteran legisldtor, talking to our 
political editor M. L. St. John, put it in 
plain terms. 

“The folks at home elect us to be 
independent,” this lawmaker said. “Then, 
they insist we get roads, schools,. parks, 
etc., from the administration. We go 
along with some administration proposals, 
with which we personally disagree, and 
we get the administration favors. If we 
defy the administration’s wishes and 
don’t get the things our people want, our 
people do not re-elect us.” 

This is an accurate summing up. 
There are, for example, plans for spend- 
ing $100,000,000 on rural roads. A, legis- 
lator who doesn’t “go along” knows full 
well his county likely will not get needed 
roads. 

Some legislators, especially lawyers, 
also have special interests as clients. 
They know how easy it is to blackmail 
them politically by introducing a punitive 
bill against their clients if they, too, do 
not “go along.” 

The only course is to restore the Legis- 
lature’s independence, or some of it at 
any rate, by replacing what the legisla- 
tive body once had—until persuaded to 
abandon it—the authority to curb some 
of the governor’s dictatorial power over 
State funds. .

To Get a New Name? 


The administration has introduced a 
measure in the General Assembly to cre- 
ate a Public Safety Council. What its 
duties will be is a little difficult to under- 
stand since we already have a State Pa- 
trol and agencies dealing with other 
phases of the safety problem such as Mr.

Could it possibly be that the new 
council is proposed to replace the Geor- 
gia Citizens Council which was abolished 
upon recommendation of the Legislative 
Economy Committee? Could it be be- 
cause the administration wants to make 
jobs for the few who lost theirs as a 
result of the latter action? 

The proposal illustrates the difficulty 
in streamlining government when those 
in control don’t want it streamlined. 

The idea is to establish a new bureau 
each time one is abolished. In that way 
no jobs are lost. Those legislated out of 
them simply are legislated into others.

Religious efficiency is the abil- 
ity to produce spiritual reality with 
a minimum of intervening inter- 
pretations and interpreters. Relig- 
lous efficiency means that the 
goal of our faith is reached with- 
out impediments or obstructions. 
Sometimes I hear people com- 
plain that the language of religion 
is wrapped in awkward and diffi- 
cul. words or in a complicated 
theology. So they find it hard to 
understand what religion is all 
about. They are held back by 
their_inability to get out of the 
labyrinthine passageways of form 
and creed. 

Spiritual efficiency shows any 
man how he may instantly know 
God and do what God wills. 
Throughout the Bible there are lit- 
tle, informal definitions of faith.

Death on H ighways 
Haunts Legislators

hard to comprehend. Let me list 
three of these. The first was writ- 
ten by a man who was wise in 
the ways of God and man. He 
wrote: ‘‘Fear God and keep His 
commandments; for this is the 
whole duty of man’’ (Ecclesiastes 
12:13). That is a straight-forward 
expression of religious require- 
ments. The second comes from a 
minor prophet whose message is 
of major and permanent signifi- 
cance.

The 
third is from a little letter which 
was circulated among the early 
Christian churches. The words are 
these: ‘“‘Pure religion, undefiled 
before God and the Father is 
this: To visit the fatherless and 
widows in their affliction, and to 
keep himself unspotted from the 
world’’ (James 1:27). 

These brief staternentd express 
the whole meaning} method and 
goal of faith.

Fur- 
thermore, they represent a way of 
belief and action which is within 
the possibilities of every man who 
really desires to live as a child 
of God. 


had been wiped out and its entire population of 1,053. killed. That 
kind of news is exactly what appeared in the paper last year. It 
came in daily doses, the constant listing of fatalities on Georgia's 


highways. 

An identical tragedy is being en- 
acted this year—only more so. 
Through the middle of this week 
109 had been killed, a 15 per cent 
increase over the same period last 
year. 

And what are we doing about 
it? Well, for one thing, it is being 
deplored. 

The General Assembly, now 
nearing the end ofits term, has 
before it financing to add about 
20 patrolmen to the State Patrol. 
Strengthened enforcement is the 
crying need. There aren't suffi- 
cient numbers of patrolmen on the 
roads to deter the speeding and 
drinking killers. 

To combat highway crashes one 
must know what causes them. The 
State Patrol each year keeps ac- 
curate accounts of encounters on 
the concrete and blacktop battle- 
fields. The story isn’t completely 
tabulated for last year’s record 
killings, but we can examine a 
typical month. 

The reports on last November 
show 112 persons were killed and 
950 injured, Eighty -eight of the 
deaths were in rural areas and it 


is with these fatalities the patrol 


report is concerned. 

There was a total of 2.76 driv- 
ers in accidents in rural areas in 
November and 1,796 drivers were 
charged with traffic violations. 
What did these drivers do wrong 
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to contribute to the bloodletting 
that took away nearly a hundred 
of their fellow citizens? Here it is: 

167 were exceeding the speed 
limit and an additional 305 were 
driving too fast for conditions; 

238 were driving under influence 
of intoxicants; 

: 109 failed to signal or gave the 
improper signal: 

165 were on wrong side of road, 
not in passing; 

166 were following too closely; 

161 did not have the right of 
way. | 
These are the principal viola- 
tions and they are the type of 
things drivers do when they figure 
there’s little chance of being 
caught. To stop drunk driving and 
to stop speed-demon driving, there 
must be put in the mind of the 
motorist the ever-present knowl- 
edge that the chances are good he'll 
be grabbed. And when caught, be 
severely dealt with. It is that fun- 
Gamental. These conditions do not 
exist in Georgia today. 

All over the nation, city and state 
governments are rising up against 
traffic slaughter, New York City 
and Detroit have put uniformed 
officers in unmarked patrol cars. 
That might be worth trying in our 
State. Everywhere enforcement of 
laws is being toughened. That is 
the primary answer.

With an eye turned toward ju- 
venile delinquency, Atlanta teen- 
agers this week sounded off on 
close-at-home problems. 

Members of this year's Atlanta 
Teen Board were asked to give 
their opinions on the cause ol 
current juvenile problems and to 
offer suggestions on solving these 
problems. 

The Teen Board is composed 
of 37 leading high school seniors 
in the Greater Atlanta area. In 
past years, members of the 
board have almost without fail 
received special honors at grad- 
uation. 

Through their ‘‘Teen Topics’ 
program over radio station 
WABE, owned and operated by 
the Atlanta Board of Education, 
members of the board partici- 
pate in discussions of problems 
pertaining to the school set, as 
well as social and political prob- 
lems. Six members appear on 
each program, which is piped in- 
to the social problems classes 
of the schools each week. 


NATIONAL AWARD 

This phase of the board’s ac- 
tivities has won the national 
award from the Institute for Ed- 
ucation by Radio and Television. 

Miss Lillian Lee, program 
moderator, pointed out that the 
discussion series aired by the 
board is planned by and for teen- 
agers, with teacher consultation. 

On juvenile delinquency, Teen 
Board members revealed their 
beliefs that: 

Idle minds and idle hands are 
“workshops of the devil.” 
(‘Trouble is always easy to 
find,”’ one emphasized. ‘“‘And when 
there's nothing else to do, trou- 
ble beckons.’’) 

Most of the blame for errors 
of youth rests with the parents.

family, school and community. 
These are the typical _teen- 
agers.’’) 


Answers to the problems of 
delinquent youth lie in the home, 
church and school. 

Board members’ promptness 
in offering suggestions as to 
methods of combatting this prob- 
lem spoke for the consideration 


they evidently have given the 
situation. 
SCHOOL FOR PARENTS 


They cited three projects they 
believe will help: 

1. A school for parents, op- 
erated by Juvenile Court author- 
ities. Parents of children who 
come before the court for the 
first time would be compelled to 
attend the school, where they 
could get expert counseling and 
guidance on how to be good 
parents. 

“It should be open to any in- 
terested parent,’” one member 
suggested. ‘‘I don't believe that 
parents simply don’t care; they 
just don't know how to get 
started.’”’ 

“Such a school could operate 
like the traffic school,’’ another 
pointed out. “‘I think it’s a worse 
crime to violate the responsi- 
bility of being a parent than to 
violate a traffic law.”’ 

(Several members. attacked 
parents who “spend so much 
time trying to act like 16-year- 
olds themselves, they neglect 
their families.’’) 

SURVEYS 

2. Community surveys to de 
termine what recreational facil- 
ities are offered in the area and 
what facilities are needed, then 
“get on the ball and equip com- 
munity centers that would in- 


terest young people.”’ 

“Parents, school officials and 
teen-agers should work together 
on this,’”” a member said. -“‘And 
there should be a parents’ board 
of directors and a teen board 
of directors.”’ 

Duties of these directors would 


include attending outngs and 
social functions and “pcg” 


community projects to assure 
support of the public. 
“There are some troublemak- 
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ers at any kind of youth gather- 
ing,’’ one member said. ‘‘While 
we feel it might do THEM more 
harm than good to shun them, 
it should be made clear that 
they must adhere to the teen 
code of good behavior.”’ 
LET UPPERCLASSMEN HELP 

3. Regular discussions between 
PTA groups and teen-agers on 
community problems. 

“It would probably be hard to 
get some of the young people to 
speak freely,’’ one ‘member ad- 


mitted, ‘‘but it could be done. 
Problems of individuals and 
groups should be brought out 


into the open. We all know they 
exist. The first step would be to 
admit it—to ourselves, our 
teachers and our parents. Then, 
get right down to the point— 
without a let of words that just 
beat around the bush—and see 
what can be done about the 
problems.” 

Members suggested a _ point 
system to operate in the schools
